Lancaster County v ot e r s 
favored Bumey in the GOP 
nomination race for governor 
by 9,300 votes over his near­ 
est opponent, former 
S t a t e 
Sen. J ack Romans of Ord. 
But in Omaha, the situation 
was reversed. 
Romans defeated Burney In 
tl^ Douglas County balloting 
by 3,600 votes. On a statewide 
basis, Burney swamped Ro­ 
mans by 37,200 votes to win 
the light to oppose Democra­ 
tic Gov. Frank Morrison in 
the November general elec 
tion. 
The Morrison-Burney race, 
therefore, could develop into 
a hot one on the tax issue. 
Burney supports a broad­ 
ened tax base while Morrison 
is opposed. Romans also is an 
opponent of tax broadening. 
Despite his defeat, Romans 
said he will support Burney 
in November. 
“ You put on a fine, clean 
campaign,” Romans told Bur­ 
ney. “ You can look forward 
to loyal support from me in 
the November election.” 
Burney said he felt h i s 
stand on the tax question cost 
him 30,000 votes. He said he 
will be guided to a large ex- 


Goldwater 
Has 5 of 6 
Delegates 


Omaha 
— Sen. B a r r y 
Goldwater of Arizona appar­ 
ently captured five of the six 
district delegates elected in 
Tuesday’s primary election. 
Completion of tiie tabulation 
of unofficial votes in the Frist 
Congressional District showed 
that Attorney Ray Simmons 
of Fremont, 
an announced 
Goldwatec supporter, had tak­ 
en one post and Bennett S. 
Martin of Lincoln the other. 
Martin is undeclared. 
. In the Second District the 
apparent winners were Frank 
Frost and Arthur J . Weaver, 
both Goldwater supporters. In 
the Third District, Sen. Carl 
T. Curtis and former G ov . 
Val Peterson far outdistanced 
other contenders. Curtis was 
one of the earliest Goldwater 
supporters, and Peterson had 
announced he would support 
the winner of the Nebraska 
primary, which was Sen. Gol(J ’ 
water. 
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GOP Ba ttle; 
Ba rry’s To ta l 
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tent by the party platform on 
taxes as well as otiier issues. 
But he said he will n ot 
change his thinking on t h e 
broadened tax base. 
Omaha and Lincoln voters 
also split on the GOP candi­ 
dates they supported for lieu­ 
tenant governor. 
Lincolnite Charles T h o n e 
defeated Omahan J ohn Ever- 
road in Lincoln by 5,600 votes. 
Omahans supported Everroad 
by 3,400 votes. 
Thone 
trounced Everroad 
statewide by 25.500 votes and 
will oppose Lincolnite Philip 
C. Sorensen in November. 
Meanwhile, 
unofficial 
re­ 
turns showed Tuesday’s bal­ 
loting fell below the predicted 
turnout. 
Approximately 250,000 vot­ 
ers went to the polls, c o m- 
pared with Secretary of State 
Frank Marsh’s prediction of 
270,000. 
Official figures will not be 
available until the State Can­ 
vassing Board compiles its 
tallies which will include ab­ 
sentee voter ballots. 
But on the basis of races 
drawing the heaviest partici­ 
pation, Democratic totals ap 
proached 100,000 while GOP 
totals approached 135,000. 
About 61,940 Douglas coun­ 
ty voters went to the 
p ol l s 
compared with Election Com­ 
missioner J erry Hassett’s pre­ 
diction if 85,000. 
Only 27,190 Lancaster Coun­ 
ty voters turned out c o m- 
pared with Election Commis­ 
sioner B. J . Holcomb’s predic­ 
tion of 35,000. 
Hassett 
put part of the 
blame on the cool, 
r a i n y 
weather Tuesday. But he also 
blamed voter apathy and said 
last-minute 
write-in 
c a m- 
paigns for president apparent­ 
ly did not spur the voters as 
he had anticipated.

State Space 
Study Not 
Duplication 


J ohn Hossack, state engi­ 
neer and secretary of the Cap­ 
itol Building Commission, said 
a request from Gov. F r a n k 
Morrison for a new resume 
of office space will not dupli­ 
cate the extensive study pre­ 
sented a year ago by L. A. 
Enersen, but will take the 
form of an up-to-date report. 
At that time, the architec 
tural-engineering 
f i r m s of 
Clark & Enersen and Olsson, 
Burroughs & Thomsen made 
a study of the overcrowded 
condition at the Capitol. It 
concluded that w i t h space 
needs growing 31% by 1973 a 
new office building would be 
needed. The report was sub­ 
mitted to the Legislature and 
an interim study was initiated. 
Hossack said some of the 
agencies renting space outside 
the Capitol have moved to 
new locations within the last 
year and that the governor 
wants to know the current 
rental locations and costs. 
At the meeting this week the 
Commission authorized t h e 
hospital division of the State 
Health Dept, to move from 
the Capitol to a state-owned 
house at 1544 G. 
Moves also were considered 
for part of the Department of 
Motor 
V e h i c l e s and tor 
the Agricultural Department’s 
Weed and Seed Division. 
Morrison said, *T think we 
will have to explore in the 
next session of the Legislature 
the building of an office build­ 
ing.” 


The emotional pliitical floor 
fight broke out when Wil­ 
liams brought up for a vote 
a resolution to expand the in­ 
quiry by the Rules Committee 
into the outside financial af­ 
fairs of Baker, former secre­ 
tary to Senate Democrats. 
It would have modified the 
original Williams resolution 
of last November, which au­ 
thorized 
t h e 
investigation, 
making it clear that it cov­ 
ered senators or former sen­ 
ators, as weU as employes of 
the Senate. It also would have 
extended the life of the in­ 
vestigation from the end of 
this month of September. 
Sen. 
M i k e 
Mansfield, 
D-Mont., declared the clear 
effect of the Williams amend­ 
ment was to “ cast doubt in 
advance on the integrity of 
the committee and the report 
of the investigation before it 
is filed.” 
The aroused Mansfield said 
by innuendo and inference, it 
“ impugns the character” of 
all senators. 
He 
challenged 
Williams: 
“ Name youi* senators. Name 
the senators you wish inter­ 
rogated by the committee. 
State your charges. Be spe­ 
cific 
about 
mishandling 
of 
campaign funds. 
“ Let us have done with sly 
innuendoes, intemperate in­ 
ferences.” 
Sen. Carl T. Curtis, R-Neb., 
a member of the Rules Com­ 
mittee, told the Senate “ There 
can be no complete and thor­ 
ough investigation” until the 
group is directed to look into 
the 
activities 
of 
senators 
themselves. 
Curtis declared the Demo­ 
crats on the committee “ have 
intentionally and willfully re­ 
fused to call witnesses re­ 
quested” by the Republican 
minority. He said he will offer 
an amendment directing the 
chairman to call witnesses re­ 
quested by the Rep u blican s. 


“ If I owned property l i k e 
that,” Martin said, “ I would 
believe it was my moral ob­ 
ligation to build decent hous­ 
i n g” 
1 
The W h i t e House 
said 
earlier several elderly fami­ 
lies occupy tenant houses on 
Mrs. J ohnson’s land. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Carpenter, 
the first lady’s press secre­ 
tary, t ol d reporters Mrs. 
J ohnson inherited 2,800 acres 
occupied at one time by some 
20 tenant families, most of 
whom have moved to cities 
or died. 


“ Mrs. J ohnson’s lawyer ad­ 
vised her several years ago 
to put all 2,800 acres of Ala­ 
bama land into the m on e y 
crop — pine trees,” 
Mrs. 
Carpenter said. “ But she did 
not do so, prefering to 1 e t 
the remaining elderly fam­ 
ilies, 
who 
oc c u p y three 
houses there, to stay. 
T h e y 
pay $5 a month rent and use 
some of the land to raise cot­ 
ton and corn. 
“ Most of the families are 
i very elderly 
and have no 
place to go. They want to 
stay there . . . she is really 
making it possible for them 
to live out their days at $5 


a month and she sends them 
boxes of clothes.” 
Both Martin and Snyder, 
members of the House Edu­ 
cation and Labor Committee, 
told a news conference they 
oppose the anti-poverty 
b i l l 
now’ before the committee. 
Asked how they would re­ 
lieve the poverty of the peo­ 
ple they had seen on t h e 
J ohnron land, Martin replied 
that existing programs, espe­ 
cially the vocational educa­ 
tion and manpower retraining 
programs, would do the job. 
Martin said in response to 
a question that he had voted 
against the Manpower 
Re­ 
training Act but had voted in 
favor of vocational education. 
Snyder said he had voted 
against both acts. 
Snyder said he, in fact, fa­ 
vored a cut in existing wel­ 
fare programs because he be­ 
lieved poverty could be held 
down by spurring the free en­ 
terprise system.

Increase in Aid 
The defense secretary said ! 
the Viet Cong guerrillas have ' 
“ increased v e r y 
substan­ 
tially" their terrorist attacks i 
on the rural populace in South ! 
Vietnam. He said these at­ 
tacks have been marked by 
kidnapings, murder, ambush 
and such atrocities as the be­ 
heading ol local leaders. 
McNamara said it was “ ab­ 
solutely essential” that t h e 
anti-Coinmunist 
government 
of South Vietnam 
c ou n t e r 
these attacks. 
He said South Vietnam must 
increase “ very .substantially” 
the number of regular a n d 
paramilitary troops in i t s 
army. And he said there must 
be a lOO'r increase in the 
number of Vietnamese pilots, 
backed up by additional air­ 
craft. 
Personally Convinced 
Asked whethei* he thought 
the guerrilla war could be 
won, McNamara said “ I re­ 
main personally convinced” 
that persistent execution of po­ 
litical and military plans will 
lead to a successful outcome. 
He said victory “ isn’t going 
to come soon.” however. 
McNamara was asked about 
the possibility of carrying the 
war into North Vietnam. He 
replied that the type of at­ 
tacks being mounted by the 
Communists requires counter 
action “ on the soil of South 
Vietnam.” He said any mili­ 
tary action in the north, which 
he declined to rule out, could 
only supplement moves in the 
south. 
The defense secretary was 
asked about speculation that 
troops from Nationalist China 
might be sent to South Viet­ 
nam. He declined to n a m e 
any countries but said he cer­ 
tainly hoped “ more f l a g s ” 
would be seen in the w a r 
zone. He said there is a par­ 
ticular need for m e d i c a l , 
training and advisory person­ 
nel. 
Too Optimistic? 
U.S. military sources in Sai­ 
gon meanwhile indicated they 
thought McNamara was paint­ 
ing too optimistic a picture 
of the progress of the war. 
The military sources said 
McNamara was told in brief­ 
ings here that progress in 
nriany fields is lagging, and 
that junta chairman Maj. Gen. 
Nguyen Khanh’s pacification 
program has had disappoint­ 
ing results in'some cases. 
Main Failings 
The sources said these main 
failings 
in 
the 
Vietnamese 
military effort remain to be 
corrected: 
—Lack of strength in Viet­ 
namese combat units. 
The 
sources said many such units 
are still only 50 to 80% of au­ 
thorized levels. 
—Too many soldiers In non­ 
combat J obs far from the jun­ 
gle warfronts. 
-—Continued lack of enthusi­ 
asm on the part of some Viet­ 
namese officers for seeking 
out the rebels and engaging 
them in battle. 
—Reluctance on the part 
of civil administrators to take 
jobs in the villages threatened 
by guerrillas.

‘Birdwood (jullure’ 
Scientists Find 
Unk no wn Ind ia ns

Quietly, painstakingly, Nebraska archeologists have dug 
into the ancient soil and now can tell a little of the story 
of the Birdwoods. 
The newest discovery by 
the State Historical Society 
are artifacts from 
the 
un­ 
known group of Indians be­ 
lieved to have settled in west- 
central Nebraska 
in 
about 
1600. 
From the limited evidence 
collected by the state mu­ 
seum, archeologists have de­ 
termined that these people are 
totally different from any of 
the familiar groups that are 
ordinarily associated with late 
Nebraska history, such as the 
Pawnee, Omaha 
and 
Sioux 
Indians. 
To differentiate this group 
from another, they have been 
designated 
th e 
“ Birdwood 
Culture,” denoting one of the 
locations where they are be 
lieved to have camped. This 
is an area just west of North 
Platte on the Birdwood Creek. 
Another potential Birdwood 
area was discovered last sum­ 
mer when a State Highway 
Dept, and State Historical So­ 
ciety sponsored "dig” devel­ 
oped near Overton. The State 
Highway 
Dept, 
was 
plan­ 
ning to clear the area for con­ 
struction 
of 
Interstate 180. 
The Historical Society was 
contacted and a survey of the 
area revealed that it might 
disclose significant artifacts. 
“ The pieces of pottery are 
the tiniest, most delicate and 
finely detailed pieces of work 
yet f ou n d , much different 
from the familiar large and 
crude pottery made by the 
Pawnee Indians in a b ou t 
1700.” 
J ohn Garrett, the Society’s 
Curator of Anthropology, em ­ 
phasized the uniqueness of the 
pottery pieces found not only 
in the Overton area, but also 
in the North Platte region. 
He noted that pottery is the 
most time-depicting artifact 
of any because “ they all had 
their own way and pattern of 
making pottery, thus it is a 
very significant time e 1 e- 
ment.” 
“ We have determined that 
this group lived on low ground 
along the rivers rather than 
up high as most of the others 
lived,” G a r r e t t noted. He 


cited some six to seven pos­ 
sible 
campsites 
along 
the 
Platte River where they are 
thought to have camped. 
Scattered sites have a l s o 
been uncovered in the Sand­ 
hills area and in northwest­ 
ern Wyoming. 
“ Since we found no garden­ 
ing tools of any sort, we can 
determine t h a t they were 
probably just hunters.” Gar­ 
rett continued, “ Since t h e 
only animal bones found were 
those of young bison, a n d 
since they were bones from 
only a certain portion of the 
animal’s body, it is believed 
that they hunted in one place 
and brought back to camp 
only the portions they wished 
to eat. 
Garrett e x p l a i n e d that 
“ there apparently were no 
horses since there were no 
bones or any other evidence 
of them found. We found no 
metal indicating that t h e r e 
was 
white contact or any 
trading (metal was found ex­ 
tensively during the Pawnee 
era and was used as a trading 
article with others). 
“ These people must have 
traveled a great deal and set 
up only temporary campsites 
since no earth lodges of any 
kind were found. This is quite 
different from 
the Pawnee 
who built large earth lodges 
and mainly camped in only 
one place,” he noted. 
“ T h e Upper Republicans 
were settling in the western 
portion of the state and the 
Nebraska Culture was settling 
along the Missouri River from 
1200 to 1400. From 1600 to 1730 
the Pawnee were settling in 
the eastern portion of t h e 
state. But who was settling 
western and central Nebraska 
during the 1600’s has never 
been determined and has left 
a gap in Nebraska history/* 
the Yale graduate said.

Had he proposed ab olishing the Senate it­ 
self, he could not have set off a greater up­ 
roar. ¡mediately Democratic senators b egan 
roaring protests that Williams was making

Actually, all memb ers of the Senate are 
under suspicion, if not indictment, until the 
Rules Committee gets to the b ottom of the 
messy Baker affair, including the ex tent of 
involvement, if any, b y individual senators. 
The work of the Rules Committee has b een 
hamstrung b adly enough b y the reluctance of 
its Democratic majority to dig into Baker’s 
dealings. But, as Neb raska Sen. Carl Curtis 
told the Senate, “there can b e no complete 
and thorough investigation” until the commit­ 
tee is directed to look into the activities of 
senators themselves. 


The wounded cries from the Senate in re­ 
sponse to Williams’ resolution are the same 
as those which follow any meaningful effort 
to estab lish a code of ethics to cover sena­ 
tors and Senate employes.

.'\ proi>oscd code of this nature has b een 
one of the upshots of the Baker investiga­ 
tion thus far. But senators of b oth parties 
have wailed at the idea of requiring sena­ 
tors to make pub lic their financial holdings. 
Such financial disclosures are, of course, 
the .same as the Senate now' demands of ad­ 
ministrative employes of the 
government. 
High administration officials, in fact, are re­ 
quired not only to reveal, b ut in many in­ 
stances to dispose of. their investments. 
Senators on b oth sides of the aisle have 
picked up the protest of Sen. Everett Dirksen, 
H-Ill., that the financial disclosure require­ 
ment would make “Class B citizens” of the 
senators.

Th e disaster loans are made for 30 years 
at 3% interest with a one-year moratorium on 
the interest.

Perhaps it is unrealistic to ex pect iden­ 
tical term s on the two types of loans. But 
Alaska Sen. Ernest Gruening, for one, thinks 
the disaster victims of this country could b e 


given a b igger b reak than they are getting 
now. 
The law does not require the SBA to ex ­ 
tract the full 3 % interest on disaster loans. 
This, in fact, is the max imum permitted 
b y law. 
The SB.\ director, Eugene k’oley, 
has discretion to set the rate at any figure 
b elow 3%, including zero. 
Says Gruening: “For a man who has 
lost his b usiness, the b uilding that has housed 
it and the inventory, and still has a loan on 
either or b oth at the b ank, the difference b e­ 
tween 3 % and % of 1% may well b e the dif­ 
ference b etween recovery and failure.”

Washington — President Johnson’s de­ 
mand for war against poverty and the em­ 
phasis given the misery and hopelessness of 
the Southern .Appalachians was greeted b y 
some with cynicism. “ Why,” they asked, “all 
this sudden need for relief of 
the mountain people?” 
It is not a new need. It is 
an old need, long document­ 
ed with grief and suffering. 
In 1912 Horace Kephart, after 
a decade of life and research 
in the Appalachians, c o n- 
cluded his b ook, “Our South­ 
ern Highlanders,” w i t h a 
plea: 
“ Here is where the na­ 
tion at large is summoned b y 
McGill 
a solemn duty. And it should act quickly, b e­ 
cause commercialism (or natural resources) 
ex ploits and deb auches quickly . . . ” 


It has b een 52 years since Kephart urged 
quick action. 
The real rape of the Southern Appal­ 
achians did not actually b egin until the 1950s. 
In this latter period coal was ripped out b y 
b ulldozers and huge steel scoops. Gigantic, 
nightmarish b orers, more than six feet in di­ 
am eter cut into coal seams. Many of these 
operations went on night and day until the 
coal was ex hausted. Mud filled the valleys. 
Tax payers pay the cost of dredging rivers 


and removing vast mud flats in the navigab le 
rivers. The fish are gone from the streams. 
♦

♦ 
Between 19.50 and 196« more than half the 
remaining farms were ab andoned. Livestock 
has all b ut vanished. The heavy rains of the 
last two years have wrought new havoc. To­ 
day, perhaps 70'^r of the inhab itants are on 
relief—living totally from surplus foods.

It was the tragedy of the Southern Ap­ 
palachians to have resources that were to b e 
cut from the earth or dug from it. Because 
they were isolated, politicians were more eas­ 
ily corrupted. The need was great; so the 
rapacious harvesting of the natural resources 
went on at a pace unregulated and with a 
thoroughness unkown to any other region. 
It was inevitab le, of course, that human 
erosion would equal that of the earth itself. 
Thousands have left the mountains. Neighb or­ 
ing states are used to the sight of jalopy 
cars loaded with the shab b y, defeated men 
and women who roam ab out seeking work. 
It is this human poverty that most concerns 
us. 
Nowhere in America is there more des­ 
perate poverty — more hopelessness. It is 
matched in some of the city and rural slums. 
But the Southern Appalachians are a sub re­ 
gion — larger than New England in area. 
Five million Americans live there in‘need that 
is indescrib ab ly dire.
